INCREASE OF BRITISH 
\GARRISON.

NATIVE PRESS OPINIONS. 


Native Press opinions on the increase of 
the Army of Occapation are decidedly in- 
teresting. The “Moayad,” after denying the 
statement that Ghazi Mukhtar Pacha had 
claimed for Tarkey the right to construct a 
line to Suez which would place Egypt at the 
mercy of an Ottoman army, continues : “Now 
that the pilgrim route has been changed, 
Tabah becomes of no importance to Egypt 
and the Suzerain Empire, which has already 
reoccupied all the posts on the E. side of 
the Golf of Akaba, wishes to come into 
possession of Tabah forthe same purpose, 
viz., in the interests of the pilgrims, In cur 
opinion it has every right to do so. We fail 
to see the threats, on which English news- 
papers have enlarged, in the Ghazi’s answer. 
After al), his Excellency is not responsible for 
the deductions of over-excited jourmalists. 
What then is the chief object of this angmenta- 
tionof our Army of Occupation at a moment 
whep all is profoundly peaceful in the country 
and Egyptians see in the Tabah question no- 
thing that concerns them deeply, and are ready 
to agree to any solution of the difficulty ’ (The 
italics are ours). The decision has then been 
taken against the Ottoman Empire and not 
against Egypt and its people. ...... The policy 
is unwise ; it can only draw the attention of 
Egyptians to something far more important 
than theactaal dispute: The question whether 
England intends to push the Akaba question 
to a point where the relations between the 
two countries would be dangerously strained 
Is this to Eugland’s advantage ? Can England 
depend on the Egyptian Government so far 
in @ qoarrel over the insignificant post of 
Tabah ? And can the Egyptian Government 
follow England to the end ? 

The “Lewa” is briefly indignant. “Great 
Britain,” says our contemporary, has decided to 
reinforce her garrison in Egypt, and yet there 
is nothing in the country to call for such a deci- 
sion, especia'ly as Lord Cromer does not need 
an army to realise his wishes in the Egyptian 
Government but does so with the assent of the 
Egyptian authorities, and by the issue of the 
necessary decrees. ‘I'he reason of the increase 
is attributable to the occupation of Tabah by 
the Turks. Whom, then, does England want to 
threaten ? Is it tha Ezyptians who, if they are 
interested in this matter, are so out of a 
natural sentiment that none can qnestion ? 
Does she desire thereby to threaten the 
Ottoman Empire? We know that there is not 
& T'ark who allows himself to be influenced by 
these threats which have no effect on the 
policy of the Empire.Does she desire to farther 
annoy the Egyptians? We are in a position 
to assure her thatthe Egyptiansare driven quite 
wild abo: t the Occupation and that she need 
not employ fresh methods to attain this end.” 

Of “Al Ahram” we bave already spoken. 
“Al Watan” has devoted two articles to the 
subject. In the first it remarks: “This increase, 
like the Occupation, may be usefal to us(i.e., 
the Copts). But England has a reason for this 
action, especially since the present Government 
has all along opposed any increase of expendi- 
ture on the Empire’s military forces.” 

The article concludes vaguely with the 
remark that while the Akaba affair has perpaps 
been the cause of this action by H.B.M.’s 
Government nothing can be definitely known, 
In any case the sudden increase will be a good 
lesson. 7 

Iv a second article ‘Al Watan” expresses its 
conviction that Lord Cromer is alone respon- 
sible for the increase of the British forces in 
Egyyt, and, unheard-of comment, declares that 
newspapers ought notto lay down the law on 
subjects on which they know nothing. We had 
thonght that that was their “raison d’étre,” 

We heartily agree with “Al Watan” in 
deprecating all blaster against the Turkish 
High Commissioner which will very likely 
have the opposite effect to that intended. The 
Government will certainly not follow any such 
course. | 

’ “Al Gawareb el Masrieh” says :—‘What 
signification is to be given to the decision of 
the British Cabinet to increase the effective 
of the British garrison in Egypt? Who knows the 
trath? Simple tolk attribute it to a crisis 
between the Egyptian and Turkish Govern- 
ments. Bat th's bypothesis has been refuted 
by the declarations of the British Foreign 
Office. Other and wiser heads consider that it 
is merely an answer to the increase of the 
Ottoman force at Akaba. This hypothesis, is 
more probable, and if it be correct no one and 
nothing are the worse for the change—except 
the Egyptian Treasury. 

“Germany may be in the background but 
we know that her intervention is not danger- 
ous for she has before now given ground at 
the last moment. We therefore request the 
Ghazi and our own diplomats not to pueh 
matters too far and eo avoid all unpleasant 
consequences of the dispute. The Egyptian 
nation wishes to see no hindrancs to the 
economic development ot the country, which 
it considers of far greater importanc3 than 
Tabah and Akaba. Finelly, we hope than none 
of our clever heads will foment troubles here 
as they did when the Macedonian question 
was raised and that diplomats of the two 
countries will be allowed to cettle the dispute 
in a manner advantageous to both sides.”

The annual exhibition of the Alexandria 
Hortioultural Society was held at San Stefano 
on Saturday and yesterday, and was on both 
days visited by large crowda of people, the 
attendance, we believe, exceeding that of 
last year. Tha show was opened as usual by 


H. H. the Khedive, who arrived at the Casiro 


with his accustomed punctuality at 4 p.m. 
on Saturday, accompanied by H. E. the Go- 
vernor. 

His Highness was received at the entrance 
by H. H. Prince Hussein Pacha Kamel, Ad. 
miral Sir Massie Blomfield, and the other 
members of the committee, who accompanied 
the Khedive on his tour of the building 
and tents. His Highness evinced the greatest 
interest in all he saw and after congratulat- 
ing the committee on the success of their 
efforts, departed, as he had arrived, attended 
by the Governor and_ snuite. Immediately 
after the Khedive’s departure the general 
public were admitted to view the exhibits, 

The two principal features of this year’s 
show were the great interest that was taken 
in Prince Hussein’s £30 prize pelargoninms 
and the enormous nomber of exhibits of vege- 
tables. The pelargoninms were sufficient in 
number t) fill a large tent and the exhibits of 
vegetables were over 600 in number. The 
committee initiated a new movement this 
year, which was, that on Sunday morning they 
arranged with M. Monfront, the capable garde- 


are shown in the tent of cut flowers. The names 
of the exhibitors were added and the flowers 
selected were those generally exhibited by the 
members who gained the prizss. Miss Atkin 
had even remembered those who generally 
stage vegetables and she had grouped probably 
the smallest potatoes, cabbages, asparagus, &c., 
that have ever been seen at an exhibition. 

The prettiest vase of flowers was that shown 
by Mme Zervodachi with yellow broom, and 
Miss Hewat obtained two prizes for flowers 
which had been most artistically arranged. 

Amongst the vegetables staged by ama- 
teurs, the large group shown by Bartau Bay, 
for which a silver medal was awarded, and 
the collection of Mr. F. Haselden well merited 
attention. The native exhibits occupied a 
large amount of space and were certainly an 
improvement on former years.

The large ballroom of the Casino was crowd- 
ed with valuable plants grown in hothonsos, In. 
the middle of the room were three groups of 
caladiums, in which class the competition was 
extremely keen between M. Zsarvudachi and 
M. Kindinico. To the ordinary public it seem- 
ed as if M. Kindinico, who only obtained the 
second priz3, had the more besatifal collection, 
but doubtless the judges were influenced in 
favour of M. Zervodachi because of the fact 
that the leaves of his plants were finer, and 
were perhaps growa more according to the 
ideas of the present day, which, we believe, 
are to withdraw the smaller leaves to give 
strength to the larger. The four enormous 
groups of crotons had a pleasing effect from 
the variety of thsir leaves. M. Salvago well 
deserved the first prizo, as the plants were 
covered with foliage from the bottom of the 
stems, and were well-grown plants. The three 
other \groups certainly exceeded those of former: 
years,/and amongst them the group of Hassan 
Bey Rassem showed an extraordinarily beanti- 
fal variety of tints on the leaves. M. E. OC. 
Zervadachi’s large group had the merit of 
containing several fine plants which we have 
seen in former years, thereby showing the 
attention he must pay to his garden in order 
to keep such specimens as marantha, theo- 
riums, etc., which require so much care to 
keep them in a healthy condition. The Begonia 
Rex, which are generally such a feature of the 
Alexandria Show, were somewhat of a disap- 
pointment this year; all the usual competitors 
seemed to have failed from one cause or an- 
other with the exception of M. Kindinico, who 
staged a good group. There was a remarkable 
exhibit (not for competition) of orchids, shown 
by Hassan Bey Rassem, placed on a long table, 
and near by were the orchids of M. Zarvadachi, 
one of which was never known to flower before 
in Egypt. So overcrowded was the ballroom 
that another room had to be requisitioned for 
the fine palms of M. Salvago, the antheriums 
of Bartau Bey, and the two fine specimen 
plants which were placed close to the entrance. 
A feature of ths Alexandria show has 
always been the enormous groups of palms 
and zonal pelargoniams. Th se filled almost 
the whole of the largest tent and were quite 
equal to former years. The only other exhibit of 
importance in this tent was a good collectioa 
of carnations,’ staged by Mme Debbane. The 
progress which has been made by the Manici- 
pality since the gardens were taken over by 
M. Monfront was showa by the large collection 
of nearly every kind of annual which he staged. 
In consequence of Prince Hussein having 
graciously offered an objet d’art of the value of 
£30, great interest has been taken in pelar- 
gonioms. The prize was won by Mr. L. Sandars 
with forty good plants covered with flowers 
of nearly every shade imaginable. The pelar- 
goniums had been well-grown, were staged 
with effect, and merited the prize. Mme Deb- 
Fane was near enough for the judges to award 
her a silver medal. Fine collections were also 
staged by M. Benachi, M. Salvago, and others, 
The silver gilt medal offered by the Royal 
Horticultural Society of London for the best 
collection of roses as cut flowers was awarded 
to Mr. Sandars, the silver medal going to 
M. Kindinico. Mrs. Crafton staged the best 
rose in the show. Mr. Percy Carver always 
shows a good collection of sweetpeas and as a 
true amateur of flowers, never fails to give the 
proper names. He showed two boxes this year, 
but we are not sure that they were so good as 
those we saw three years ago. Mrs. Borchgre- 
vink’s anemones, iris, and large collection of 
cut flowers all won first prizes, and among the 
new competitors who distinguished themselves 
were Mrs. Borton and Mrs. Richmond.
